Time, 1:13. f-Sure Cloud, f-Temple Connie Mack’s lowly outfit, 
f-Field. which also has competition in the 

same park from the Phillies, has 

played out its string of seven 

night games to a total attendance 
of 130,922, or an average of 18,703. 
That’s about five times as much 
as the games would have drawn 
had they been played in midweek 
by daylight. 

Every major league club that 
has tried night baseball reports 
huge gains in attendance for flood 
light contests. 

The next annual meetings of 
both leagues will seriously take 
up the extension of after-dark 
play and from a sympathetic 
viewpoint. Quite a change from 
the hard-boiled days when both 
leagues declared “baseball is a 
daylight game and we'll never 
consent to change.” 

What saved the minor leagues 
surely can help the majors.
